Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the published 
agenda with the following additions

The Chairman welcombed Mr. I. Szuts, representative of the 
Evening Students Association. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve the minutes of 
the 95th meeting. 


Dr. Fazio's appointment to FCAC Committee 


Chairman informed Council that Dr. Fazio had been appointed 
to the FCAC Committee (Comite d'Appréciation no. 1 - Mathema- 
tiques et Physiques) charged with reviewing applications to 
FCAC in the pure and applied sciences. 


Engineering Week 


Chairman informed Council that Engineering Week. organized 
by the Engineering Students Association, will take place 
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during the week of 20-24 January. He urged faculty to 
participate in the activities organized for this week. 


Open House 


Chairman informed Council that the Executive Committee had 
completed the organizational work for Open House which will 
be held this year from noon to 6 p.m. on 30 January. He 
noted that all members of faculty are expected to participate 
in this event. 


Meeting with CEGEP personnel 


Chairman informed Council that some members of the Faculty, 
the Associate Vice-Rector Academic, and the Liaison Officer 
are to meet on 23 January with CEGEP Science Coordinators, 
as well as some CEGEP Academic Deans and Campus Principals 
to discuss problems of common interest. It is expected that 
Mr. Yvon Dupuis and Madame D. Zaikoff, President and Vice- 
President of OEQ will also attend as observers. 


Talk by Professor McQueen to EIC 


Chairman informed Council that Professor McQueen had delivered 
a talk to the Montreal Branch of EIC in which he discussed the 
relationships between graduates of Bachelor of Technology 
programmes on the one hand, and professional engineers and 
technicians on the other. 


CAN/OLE - Library Retrieval Service 


Ms K. Campbell described the Library's new information retrieval 
service which, through a computer link-up with the National 
Science Library, now provides an extremely efficient method of 
carrying out literature searches in technical areas (Doc. EFC 
75-96-7). The service is available daily from 0900-1900 hrs. 


Lecture series on Science Policy and Engineering Resources 


Professor McQueen noted that the participation of members of 
the Concordia Engineering community in this series of seminars 
would be most welcome.

Course duplication in the Controls area 


As requested (Motion 74-94-6), Professor Vidyasagar presented 
for consideration proposed terms of reference for the Systems 
and Controls Co-ordinating Committee (Doc. EFC 75-96-2). 


Council unanimously approved a motion to approve the mandate 
of the Systems and Controls Co-ordinating Committee as set 
out in Doc. EFC 75-96-2. 


Chairman informed Council that the Dean of Loyola Arts and 
Science wished to appoint a member to this committee (Doc. 
EFC 75-96-3). It was agreed that the services of this 
individual would be welcomed by the Engineering members of 
the committee. 


Policy for granting the title of Professor Emeritus 


The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. EFC 75-96-4. 

He noted that Senate had asked Councils to consider the matter 
and called for discussion concerning the procedure to be 
followed. After some discussion, it was agreed to first 
determine Council's opinion with respect to the principle of 
granting the title of Professor Emeritus. 


Council unanimously approved a motion to approve in principle 
the granting of the title of Professor Emeritus. 


It was next agreed to consider the general policy which should 
be adopted when establishing guidelines to be followed by those 
considering the award of this title. (Secretary's note: In 
items 20-40, all references to items and page numbers will be 
in the context of Doc. EFC 75-96-4). 


Council defeated a motion to approve the granting of the title 
Professor Emeritus primarily as a reward for long and faithful 
service (Voting: 1 in favour). 


The Chairman interpreted the approval of Motion 75-96-5 and 
the defeat of Motion 75-96-6 as constituting Council's wish 
to discuss the guidelines by which the title be awarded, 
assuming that the title will be granted only to those members 
of faculty who have made great contributions to university 
life and are widely known for their scholarship (see item 1, 


D2) 


Council now agreed to consider items 1-6 listed on pages 3 
and 4. 


Council considered a motion to approve item 4, page 3. 
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Council unanimously adopted a motion to amend Motion /5-96-7 
by replacing the words "...a potential for continuation of 
scholarly production..." with "...a potential for and an 
interest in the continuation of scholarly production...". 


Council unanimously adopted Motion 75-96-7 as amended by Motion 
75-96-8. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve item 5, page 3. 


Council considered a motion to approve item 6, page 4.

Council defeated a motion to amend Motion 75-96-14 by changing 
"full" to read "full or associate". (Voting: 4 in favour; 5 
against). 

Council defeated Motion 75-96-14. (Voting: 2 in favour; 
9 against). 
Defeat of this motion implies Council's wish to delete all 
reference to rank in items 1-6. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to approve item 3, page 3, 
amended to read: "Ten or more years of service at the Univer- 
sity". (2 recorded abstentions). 


Council defeated a motion to approve item 2, page 3. 


In defeating Motion 75-96-17, it was Council's belief that 
item 2 contradicted the spirit of item 6, and that a professor 
emeritus should not be prevented from teaching on a part-time 
basis. 


Council unanimously adopted a motion to delete the last para- 
graph on page 4, it being felt that the issues raised therein 
do not bear directly on the granting of the title Professor 
Emeritus. 
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40. It was agreed that the Secretary would transmit the essence 
of items 17-40 as Council's response to Senate on this 
matter.

The Chairman drew Council's attention to Doc. EFC 75-96-5. 
It was agreed not to consider this document since there exist 
no honours programmes falling under Council's jurisdiction.

Mr. I. Katsoff, co-president of Loyola Students Association, 
has requested permission to address Council on the subject 
of para-academic credits. It was agreed to invite Mr. 
Katsoff to the February meeting.
